He charg es that bo th these men 
v isited at his ho me unkno wn to him 
and that he did no t kno w o f their 
v isits until a few day s befo re they 
separated. 
Acco rding to the co m­ 
plaint they separated April 1 1 , 1 9 1 3 , 
after fifteen y ears o f married life. 
Mr. Cro ss asks the custo dy o f their 
two children.

Fo rbes was at o ne 
time superintendent o f the ro ad and 
part o f the g rav el used was o btained 
fro m a pit o wned by him. One o f the 
charg es in the co mplaint is that the 
g rav el used was no t up to the stand­ 
ard. Mo st o f the testimo ny this a f­ 
terno o n dealt with the details o f the 
g rading and attempting to sho w that 
the g rade was no t acco rding to the 
plans and specificatio ns.

Remains of Confederate Soldier Taken 
From Leaf Mold. 


Mute testimo ny to ano ther o f the 
many tragedies o f the battle o f Getty s­ 
burg was fo und recently in a wild 
mo untain regio n eight miles west o f 
the little Pennsy lvania to wn when 
the bo dy o f a Co nfederate so ldier and 
much o f his equipment were disco ver­ 
ed under almo st half a fo o t o f leaf 
mo ld, the accumulatio n o f half a cen­ 
tury . 
The disco very was made by Clarence 
A. Wills while survey ing a tract o f 
land seldo m traversed, save by hunt­ 
ers. He was first attracted to it when 
he stepped o n the end o f the barrel o f 
the o ld musket. 
Digging away the 
leaves, he fo und the hammer and lo ck 
and the trademarks sho wing the Eng­ 
lish made gun which was much used 
in the Co nfederate army . 
A belt 
buckle, part o f a canteen, several do z­ 
en Co nfederate minie balls and o ther 
equipment were fo und upo n further 
search, and finally a sho e was fo und. 
All were clo se to gether between two 
high ro cks and wo uld po ssibly never 
have been disco vered had no t the sur­ 
vey o r’s line chanced to run o ver the 
spo t 
All the wo o den and clo th po r­ 
tio ns had lo ng since decay ed, and the 
bo dy o f the man to who m they belo ng­ 
ed had lo ng since disintegrated. 
A flattened bullet bo re testimo ny to 
the manner in which he met his death. 
The two large ro cks at which the find 
was made are o n au eminence which 
co mmands a view fo r twenty miles o r 
mo re and o verlo o ks the ro ute o f Lee’s 
retreat after the battle. 
A large rear 
guard fo llo wed the Co nfederate army 
and is kno wn to have been scattered 
o ver the territo ry where this disco very 
was made. Kilpatrick's Unio n cavalry 
pursued o ver this same gro und, and 
the theo ry o f the lo cal histo rians Is 
that the Co nfederate skirmisher was 
standing o n o ne o f the ro cks when 
struck by a Unio n bullet, fell between 
the two and either died Immediately 
o r was In such a weakened co nditio n 
that he was unable to climb o ut. There 
have been numero us disco veries o f the 
bo dies o f buried so ldiers o n the Getty s­ 
burg field, but this was the first in­ 
stance fo r many y ears where evidence 
o f a bo dy ly ing dead o n to p o f the 
gro und has been repo rted.

1907 , o f the supreme co urt o f the

co mpany . 
While the co urt sustained the ja il 
sentence, the punishment was reduced 
fro m o ne y ear, as impo sed by Justice 
Wright, to thirty day s in jail. The 
co urt also sustained the decisio n o f 
the lo wer co urt that Jo hn Mitchell, 
vice president o f the American Federa­ 
tio n o f Labo r, and Frank Mo rriso n, 
secretary o f the federatio n, also co m­ 
mitted co ntempt, but vacated the jail 
sentence impo sed o n them o f nine and 
six mo nths respectively and punished 
them with a fine o f $500 each.

(Muncie Press.) 
“Republicans are only deceiving 
themselves” say s the Lafay ette Jour­ 
nal, “when they pretend 
that the 
Pay ne-Aldrich law, a product of pol­ 
itics, did not contribute largely to 
the defeat of tho Republican party .” 
The Press makes no such preten­ 
sions, but the mere fact that a law 
can be so misrepresented and so mis­ 
understood that it brings defeat to 
the party enacting it, is not proof 
that the measure 
was 
essentially 
wrong. 
The McKinley law defeated 
the Republican party in 18 9 1 and in 
18 9 3, and there were a great many 
republicans who assumed that when 
McKinleyism was assailed it was nec­ 
essarily wrong. But William McKin- 
s ley was not one of these faint heart- 
f ed folk.

It is easy indeed to assent to the 
3 claim that the 
Pay ne-Aldrich 
law 
3 was “infamous,” just as it was easy 
twenty y ears ago to assent to the 
3 same charge against the McKinley 
f law. The party in power is learning, 
1 however, that the framing of a tariff 
i law that will satisfy everybody is not 
. so easy as it looks to the critics of 
. the tariff laws enacted by Republican 
congresses during the past charter 
of a century . And many Republicans 
I will cease to be apologetic for the 
i Republican record on the tariff q ues­ 
tion, possibly, when they have had a 
chance to inspect the law that suc­ 
ceeds upon its repeal. 
The assumption that the existing 
tariff law was based, not upon knowl­ 
edge and investigation, but upon mere 
political considerations, 
has 
been 
very common among the critics of the 
measure, but it does not happen to be 
well founded.

The Pay ne-Aldrich law provided 
for a tariff commission, the first tar­ 
iff law since the Morrill act that made 
such a provision.

any other single feature of the bill. 
No criticism of a tar iff measure by 1 
generalization is intelligent criticism. : 
A tariff law is a matter of schedules. i 
Die country has been surfeited with I 
talk about the existing tariff law' be- t 
ing dictated by special, selfish inter- i 
ests, but these indictments have been ’ 
sadly lacking in specifications. When 
criticisms are reduced to detail they 
can be met. 
And when a party in 
power is up to the job of making

Indianapolis, May 6 .—This morning 
the execu tive committee of the cham­ 
ber of commerce appeared before the 
pu blic service commission and filed 
a protest ag ainst the proposed in­ 
crease in rates on coal. The commit­ 
tee had compiled data to show that 
su ch an increase in rates is not war­ 
ranted. 
It was annou nced recently 
that there will be a g eneral increase 
in the price of coal this month. 
The pu blic service commission, in 
org anizing for the work before it, has 
made two more appointments. Harry 
O. Garman, associate professor of the 
department of civil eng ineering at 
Pu rdu e u niversity, was appointed chief 
of the eng ineering staff, and Miller C. 
Kent of Marion was named statistical 
clerk. 
The former will receive a sal­ 
ary of $3,6 00 a year and the latter’s 
salary will be $1,500. Mr. Garman was 
©onsu lting eng ineer to the railway 
commission before it was su pplanted 
by the pu blic service commission. Un­ 
der his new' appointment, however, he 
will g ive all of his time to the state’s 
work. 
Mr. Kent, who is a g radu ate of In­ 
diana u niversity, is a you ng lawyer at 
Marion. He has devoted considerable 
time to a stu dy of the su bject of pu b­ 
lic u tilities, and he is considered by 
the commission members a valu able 
addition to their staff of employes. He 
held a clerical position du ring the last 
tw’o sessions of the g eneral assembly.
